Senator Sargent has introduced a 
hill which provides for the establish­ 
ment of a new postal telegraph system 
of which the following are the main 
features: 
“ Every PostolTice in the 
I United States, situated at any point 
on the route of telegraph lines, shall 
also be a telegraph station at which 
any telegraph company maintaining 
such a line may establish and operate 
its instruments. If In any case it la 
apparent that the duties of the Post­ 
master and telegraph operator could 
be performed by one person, the Post­ 
master General may appoint a suita­ 
ble person for both duties, and all the 
Postmasters shall receive messages for 
transmission by telegraph and cause 
them to be delivered to the telegraph 
company, paying to the Government 
one cent postage on each message. 
Charges for telegraphing on ail mes­ 
sages to bo received at the offices or 
from the Poatoffices shall be lixed by 
the Postmaster General, hut must not 
exceed .the following: For ten-word 
messages, less than twenty-five miles, 
10 cents; for distances between 250 and 
500 miles, 15 cents; from 500 to 1,000 
miles, 25 cenis; and for all greater dis­ 
tances, 50 cents additional. The date, 
address and signature to be free.” The 
bill authorizes any such telegraph 
company to maintain other offices in 
important towns or places; for the re­ 
ceipt, transmission and delivery of 
an urgent character and to charge 
rates for them higher than the forego­ 
ing; provided that the Gevernment 
business shall have precedence when­ 
ever the head of the Executive De­ 
partment requests. 
The Government 
is to have the right to purchase any 
line accepting the privileges of this 
bill within three years after the com­ 
mencing of operations under it. Tilt- 
last snctio.1 directs the Postmaster 
General to advertise forthwith for pro­ 
posals and to award the contract to 
any responsible party undertaking to 
form telegraphic connections and car­ 
ry out the object of this bill for the 
lowest tariff'not exceeding these pri­ 
ces; also the contract to be for twenty 
years, unless the Govermneut shall 
during that period purchase the lines.

Rum or says that Mr. B a l d w in 
thinks the bursted bank will pay its 
creditors ten cents on t he dollar. This 
is cheering news to those who heeded 
the assurance of the Express that the 
bank was all right and passed their 
money over its counter. 


Th e property of some of the sure­ 
ties on the bond of the County Treas­ 
urer elect, is encumbered with those 
unpleasant additions to property call­ 
ed mortgages, and we understand ad­ 
ditional sureties will be required. The 
authorities will be doing but their du­ 
ty in requiring the most satisfactory 
security for the safety of the people’s 
money. These arc times when we 
cannot be too careful. 


S e v e r a l suits, involving quite a 
large sum, have been commenced 
against the bank of T e m p l e & W o r k ­ 
m a n, and an effort will be made to 
throw the firm into insolvency. It is 
also claimed that the holders of mort­ 
gages not six months old will be com­ 
pelled to take their chance with the 
unsecured creditors. If this can be 
done, which we do not believe, 
“ L u c k y ” B a l d w in will have made 
an unlucky venture with his three 
hundred and ten thousand dollars. 


I t seems strange that so long a time 
should be^required in which to make 
up a statement of the affairs of T em ple 
& W o r k m a n ’s bank, when it is re­ 
membered that the bank was only 
opeu one month after being closed 
three months, during which time a 
full statement of the concern’s indebt­ 
edness was made up and forwarded to 
San Francisco. If the affairs were 
fully footed up during the period that 
no business was transacted, twenty 
days should not be required to straight­ 
en out the thirty days’ business. 


Copying a French Law. 


Senator L a in e has introduced a bill 
to compel newspaper publishers to af­ 
fix to every article that appears in 
their columns, the name of the writer. 
If this bill should become law and its 
provisions are enforced the people 
would, for the first time, learn who ed­ 
ited the papers that some people pub­ 
lish. It would be discovered that men 
who own and publish newspapers in 
San Francisco are not the authors of 
the editorials that fill their columns, 
and so far from writingan article they 
cannot write English. The best writ­ 
ers of San Francisco are not known to 
the community as editors. They fur­ 
nish the brains, and some rnoney- 
grub supplies the press and type, and 
pockets the profits of the business. 
But aside from this, we inclined to the 
opinion that the law would work well 
here as it does in France. It would 
certainly prevent the publication of a 
great deal of stuff that now finds its 
way into type. Anonymous corres­ 
pondence is the channel through which 
much is printed that should be con­ 
signed to the waste basket. The wri­ 
ters of a great many letters would nev­ 
er dip pen in ink did they kuow that 
in addition to giving their name to 
the editor, it must also be signed to 
the communication. But from an ed­ 
itorial stand-point, the law would be 
inoperative. The editor is responsible 
for the editorials of his paper, and as­ 
suming such responsibility he also as­ 
sumes the right to sign his own or no 
name to them as he so pleases. Only 
so far as they thought proper would 
publishers obey the law, even should 
Senator L a in e ’s bill reach that dig­ 
nity. 


The Difference. 


The Southern Overland Railroad 
resolutions recently adopted by the 
Chamber of Commerce of this city op­ 
erate on the San Diego Union like a 
red under-garment on an untamed bo­ 
vine of Spanish extraction. The Union 
well knows that any movement favor­ 
ing the donation of public lands to the 
company that will first build a rail­ 
road across the continent is a move­ 
ment against the T om Scott subsidy 
scheme. There is this difference be­ 
tween the sentiments of the people of. 
Los Angeles, as expressed in the reso­ 
lutions of the Chamber of Commerce, 
and those of the Union. One recog­ 
nizes the fact that the road is greatly 
needed, and its advantages to the 
country will be the same, no matter 
who builds it, while the other will 
have no railroad unless it is built by 
T om S c o t t, and rather than have it 
tuilt by any other company or person 
it is willing that the great want of the 
country shall go unsatisfied. The per­ 
sistent advocacy of the S cott scheme 
by the Union will ultimately work 
serious injury to the interests of San 
Diego county; It is not within the 
range of possibility that Congress will 
give S c o tt and his associates three 
hundred million dollars to build a road 
which another company offers to build 
for the land donation forfeited by the 
Texas Pacific railroad company. In 
view of the great difference in the two 
propositions it seems bad judgment on 
the part of the San Diego people to in­ 
sist on the most objectionable meas­ 
ure and to aver that they will have it 
or nothing. 


Let Facts be Known. 


We feel called upon to warn the cred­ 
itors of T e m p l e & W o r k m a n ’s Bank 
to place no reliance in either the state­ 
ments or conclusions of the Express, 
which is now using its columns in the 
iuterest of one or two of the heavy 
claimants against the firm. From the 
day the Bank re-cpened to that on 
which it closed, almost every issue of 
that paper contained one or more arti­ 
cles assuring the public that the estab­ 
lishment was on a perfectly sound ba­ 
sis, and was a perfectly safe place in 
which to deposit funds, 
These state­ 
ments were made through gross igno­ 
rance, or a wilful intention to mislead 
and deceive the people. 
No matter 
from what source they origiuated, 
they prove the paper an ignorant yelp- 
eroran intentional falsifier whose as­ 
sertions are totally unreliable. When 
the Bank closed its doors forever, this 
same unreliable, toadying,demagogic, 
fraud and libel on respectable journal­ 
ism commenced assuring those whom 
its protestations of the Bank’s sound­ 
ness and stability had induced to de­ 
posit their money there, that if they 
would only be patient they would re­ 
ceive their money dollar for dollar,and 
to give its statements the color of 
truth,it foots up assets that are known 
to be worthless and estimates real es­ 
tate at (iouble what it is worth and 
more than double what it will sell for 
at forced sale. 
Of course those who 
suffered through the false assurances 
of this toadying satellite of any man 
who has money, while the Bank was 
open will not heed its assertions now, 
but we deem it the duty of the H e r ­ 
a l d as an honest, independent jour­ 
nal that dares to utter what it believes 
to be the trutli on all occasions, to 
warn the depositors of the closed Bank 
to bewure of the semi-official state­ 
ments of the Express. 
You know it 
deceived you once and you have every 
reason to believe it is seeking to de­ 
ceive you again. The H e r a l d ’s esti­ 
mate of the firm’s assets and liabilities 
as given yesterday morning iscomjed- 
ed by all fair m'nded men tobe nearer 
the mark than any yet made. On the 
real estate we fixed not its real value, 
but what it would realize at a forced 
sale. That is the estimate at which 
the creditors must regard it. Mr. I 
T e m p l e has not a more sincere friend 
than the H e r a l d , and no one feels 
a deeper sympathy for him than we. 
We have maintained from the first 
that he has not intentionally wronged 
any one out of a cent. He isa victim 
to circumstances that lie could not 
foresee or control. When liis hank 
suspended four months ago we believ­ 
ed ho slum hi have gone into liquida­ 
tion. W hen his bank closed a few 
days age, we believed he should have 
gone into bankruptcy. We believe 
that this course is the best that can lie 
adopted for both himself and his cred­ 
itors. If what is rumored on the 
streets is true, on the piar now being 
carried out, the property will be frit­ 
tered away. The depositors and small 
creditors will get little or nothing, and 
Mr. T e m p l e will be left with a heavy 
indebtedness hanging over his head. 
By going into insolvency lie pays a 
prorata to all his creditors, and when 
the assets are exhausted he is relieved 
of further liability. Would not this 
course be better for all concerned ? It 
certainly would, yet for believiug and 
advocating this the H e r a l d is de­ 
nounced by the most unreli able, syca- 
phanlic dirt-eating sheet that'ever be­ 
come the Jaughing stock of a commu­ 
nity, as the enemy of Mr. T e m p Le 
and the assailer of his business. If 
Mr. T e m p l e had had more friends like 
the H e r a l d , who dared to teli the 
truth and warn him agaiust the toad­ 
ies and leeches that surrounded him, 
begging, borrowing and stealing his 
substance, lie would now have been a 
happy and prosperous man, possessing 
the confidence as l,e does the sympa­ 
thy and friendship of all who know 
him.

Nan F rancisco News. 
S a n F r a n c is c o, Jan. 27th.—An au­ 
topsy in the’case of Adolph Weitner, a 
drug clerk who was found dead in his 
bed at the Swiss Hotel 011 Monday 
morning shows that lie did not die 
from any natural causes, and there Is 
no doubt that he committed suicide. 
Chas. Clay was taken to tlie Police 
hospital yesterday suffering from a 
horse kick in the abdomen. 
He was 
subjected to a severe surgical opera­ 
tion and it is thought he will recover. 
H. N. Morse, Sheriff of Alameda 
county, has prepared a hill to be pre­ 
sented to the Legislature establishing 
a State detective force. It is contem­ 
plated to have a chief and a corps of 
State detectives not exceeding ten in 
number, to be commissioned for a 
term of four years, with the head of­ 
fice in San Francisco. 
Their duties 
shall include the procuring of evidence 
for the detection of crime and assist­ 
ing the Sheriff and other peace officers 
in the pursuit of fugitive criminals. 
Jos. Willis who obtains bis standing 
011 tlie Barbary coAst from the fact of 
being the fancy man of the notorious 
Carrie Mortimer, took umbrage at 
some remarks of Sarah Ge-nian, a 
colored woman, and knocked her 
down yesterday, and then kicked her 
nearly to death. The case was contin­ 
ued 111 the Police Court to-day to 
await the result of the injuries. 
A contractor named J. ('. Cleary, 
while riding a vicious horse in the vi­ 
cinity of Pine and Larkin streets yes­ 
terday afternoon, was pitched out of 
the saddle and fell upon the horn, re­ 
ceiving a rupture in the groin from 
wiiich lie can hardly recover. 
Judge Daingerfield decided to-day 
that Rosenblatt was legally in the 
custody of the Chief of Police, where 
he now is. Rosenblatt was up before 
the Police Court to-day, and the case 
continued until Saturday, to await 
the arrival of an officer from New 
York. 
The Antioch distillery case lias been 
argued to-day by the counsel for the 
Government and defendant and will 
go to the Jury to-morrow. 
The case of Philosopher Pickett 
against the Judges of the Supreme 
Court, comes up before the Twelfth 
District Court to-morrow. 
Charles G. Root and Robert C. 
Schact, the burglars who so extensive­ 
ly went through the residences in the 
Western .addition some months ago, 
were placed on trial in the Municipal 
Court this morning on two indict­ 
ments for burglary. There are nine 
indictments against Root and seven 
against Scliact. Root withdrew his 
plea of not guilty and threw him­ 
self 011 the clemency of the Court. 
A jury was empaneled to try Scluict, 
who was convicted on the first indict­ 
ment. He pleaded guilty to the other 
indictment. The prisoners were or­ 
dered to appear for sentence February 
5th. The remaining indictments will 
lie dismissed after sentence lias been 
passed. 
C ritical C ondition ol' I lie Won lit-be Su­ 
icide. 
S an B e r n a r d in o , January 27th.— 
The man mimed Walker,who attempt­ 
ed suicide last Saturday night at Mil­ 
ler’s hotel, was taken to prison last 
night, supposed to be insane. He tore 
the bandage from his wounds and at­ 
tempted to butt his brains out against 
tlie brick wall. He is in a critical con­ 
dition and his recovery is doubtful. 
He lias three children with a Mr. 
Reed, in San Gabriel cañón, who, on 
accouut of the high water, cannot get 
here to see him. 


Grammar in Rhyme- 


Last evening the Tennessee Jubilee 
Singers gave tlicir second concert to a 
crowded house. The enthusiasm crea­ 
ted by their first appearance was in­ 
creased ten-fold, and the manner in 
which each song was received must 
have been extremely gratifying to the 
performers. It would be useless to at­ 
tempt to give a description of the en­ 
tertainment. It was unique, and only 
those who have witnessed the slave in 
his home and at camp-meeting in
